S.R.O. 207.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the Prc.sidcnt 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment for Defence Factory Canteen Employees in the 
lower formations of the Defence Services, namely ; 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called Defence Factory Canteens Employees Recruitmenl 
Rules. 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—^These rules .shall apply to the posts 
specified in column of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scales of pay.—The 
number of the .said po.sts, tlieir classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 
to 4 of the said schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica¬ 
tion, etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit and quali¬ 
fications arc indicated in column 5 to 14 of the Schedule 
rforesaid. 

5. Initial Constitution.—Persons appointed to the posts 
ns specified in column .1 of the annexed Schedule shall be 
deemed to have been appointed under those rules.

ot category of persons. 


b. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation.s 
relaxation of age limit, and other conce.s.sions required to 
he piovidcd for the Scheduled Caste, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders Issued by the Central Government from time lo 
time in this repaid.
